Joseph Doupe — A Teacher 


The students of medicine at the University of Manitoba 
have suffered an irreparable loss in the death of Joseph 
Doupe — Professor of Physiology. 

Born and educated in Winnipeg, Dr. Doupe graduated 
from the Faculty of Medicine of the University of Man¬ 
itoba in 1934. As a medical student his individuality was 
already apparent. He performed brilliantly in some sub¬ 
jects while virtually ignoring others, as if he had already 
decided the shape of his future career. His postgraduate 
work took him first to the London Hospital ana later to 
the National Hospital for Nervous Diseases at Queen’s 
Square, where he carried out classic studies on nerve con¬ 
duction. His capacity for intense and sustained effort, his 
reticence concerning his own accomplishments, his wit and 
his generosity are frequently alluded to by friends who 
shared his London days. Descriptions of his digs at the 
Corner of Tavistock Square with their paucity of creature 
comforts and their abundance of esoterica, and of the 
"spontaneous and explosive” parties as recalled by friends 
such as Dr. Alan Klass are somehow familiar even to 
those of us who only came to know him much later. 

In 1936 Dr. Doupe became a member of the Royal 
College of Physicians of London and in 1938 continued 
his research training in physiology at the University of 
Pennsylvania. At the outbreak of World War II he re¬ 
turned to Canada to work at the Banting Institute but 
shortly thereafter went once again to England and joined 
the R.A.M.C. As a Field Ambulance Medical Officer he 
saw service in France and was evacuated from Dunkirk. 

For the next three years he worked at the Emergency 
Medical Service Hospital, Peripheral Nerve Centre at 
Winwick, Lancs, as a civilian scientist for the Medical Re¬ 
search Council of Great Britain. His researches on periph¬ 
eral nerve injuries during this period established his scien¬ 
tific reputation as an outstanding clinical physiologist. 

During 1944 - 1945 he was again in uniform with the 
R.A.M.C. as a member of a Field Research LI nit. He saw 
service in the Middle East and the India-Burma theatres, 
and it was there that a lifelong friendship with Dr. Jack 
Hildes began. Just before the Japanese War ended he was 
transferred to the R.C.A.M.C. and recalled to Canada. 

In 1946 he became Director of the Department of Medi¬ 
cal Research, at the University of Manitoba and the Winni¬ 
peg Genera] Hospital, and in 1948 was appointed Pro¬ 
fessor and Head of the University Department of Physi¬ 
ology. For the next eighteen years he made major and 
outstanding contributions to this medical centre. During 
this period he played an important role in the develop¬ 
ment of medical research in Canada. He was a member 
of the Associate Committee for Medical Research of the 
National Research Council of Canada when it was es¬ 
tablished and he was also consultant and panel chairman 
to the Defence Research Board of Canada. 

In 1960 he was awarded the University of Manitoba 
Alumni Jubilee Award as the most outstanding graduate 
of 1934. In 1966 the senior medical students chose him 
as the first recipient of "The Professor of the Year Award.” 

Though long and distinguished, this catalogue of his 
accomplishments would be sadly deficient if it did not in¬ 
dicate the essence of his contribution to the world he lived 
in. Joe Doupe was a Teacher in the profoundest sense of 
the word. He thought of medical education as "consisting 
of three elements . . . the first ... is the transmission of 
skills and information. The second is the development of 
logical or scientific mental processes. The third is the nur¬ 


ture of the moral concepts of service and humanity.” 
Doupe’s techniques for the transmission of skills and in¬ 
formation were unorthodox and highly effective. He was 
unparalleled in his ability to inculcate scientific or logical 
habits of thought and he was at all times a model of in¬ 
tellectual, personal and professional integrity. He gained 
the respect and admiration of hundreds of students and 
for many he was the most important influence shaping 
their professional careers. It is not easy to describe his 
influence in a few words and perhaps there are many in¬ 
tangibles which will only come to be discerned in the 
achievements of his students. His great talent lay in his 
ability to convey to students the nature of true scholarship 
and professionalism. Most often this was accomplished by 

^ and example rather than by verbal means. When 
speak in his unforgettable halting and grimacing 
manner it was usually to ask the crucial question rather 
than to provide the ephemeral answer. He once remarked 
— "There are said to be four methods of acquiring in¬ 
formation — namely revelation, mentation, dictation and 
observation ... I intend to deal so far as possible with 
observations which may show my lack of regard for the 
other methods.” This high regard for observation is evi¬ 
dent in his writings. He wrote that "The memory of a 
science involves five processes . . . perception of observa¬ 
tions, conception of their relationships, their retention in 
an accessible form or their rejection as insignificant . . . 
and the all important fifth process — correction.” Later in 
the same essay he wrote that "The starting point of know¬ 
ledge is usually the observation of a temporal relationship 
between two events . . . (but) physiology teaches us that 
generalizations must precisely reflect the observations and 
that the establishment of a temporal relationship between 
events is only a prelude to a knowledge of the intercon¬ 
necting mechanism.” His own observations led him to con¬ 
clude that the most important function of a teacher is to 
liberate the minds of his students; to lead them to deal 
primarily with observations unfettered by preconceptions 
and bias. He showed his students that, in the pursuit of 
true scholarship, no asset is more telling than independence 
of mind. It brooks no limitations. He demonstrated that 
an independent mind is the guarantee of the scholar’s 
security from the tyranny of transient fashions in medicine 
and allows reason to rise above passion. With independ¬ 
ence of mind the student has the freedom to seek and find 
his own destiny; without it he must accept the fate of others. 

The furrowed brow across the oak table in Room 251 
and the gnarled hands, wrestling w ith each other as if they 
were mute evidence of the struggle of the intellect within, 
are gone now. The parties with the drink, the big ham, 
the ribaldry are over. The Teacher is dead — and those of 
us who knew him as a man and a friend are diminished 
by his passing. What he taught and stood for is not dead, 
however, and must be nurtured and made to flourish. 

It is fitting that this yearbook is dedicated by the stu¬ 
dents to a man who was their unstinting champion. How¬ 
ever, the debt we owe Professor Doupe can only be repaid 
if there is also a dedication of mind and purpose to hand¬ 
ing on his ideals to future generations of students.

GRADUATE STUDIES in the Basie Sciences at 
the University of Manitoba, Faculty of Medicine offer 
excellent opportunities for the undergraduate or re¬ 
cently graduated medical student who chooses a car¬ 
eer in investigative medicine. Research projects in the 
Department of Anatomy include investigation of the 
histopathology of respiratory tissue, skeletal malfor¬ 
mations in rat embryos induced by drugs admin¬ 
istered during pregnancy, and the effects of UVL on 
the developing chick brain. At present, one Ph.D. 
and 6 Masters students are registered in the Depart¬ 
ment. 

Activity in the Department of Biochemistry is con¬ 
tinuing in recently expanded and improved labora¬ 


tory facilities. Says Chairman M.C. Blanchaer, 
"Graduate students in this department are a source of 
stimulation. I encourage any medical student with an 
inclination towards medical investigation to consider 
a future in biochemical research.” There is new em¬ 
phasis in the Department of Physiology on the rela¬ 
tion of physiology to, not only clinical medicine, but 
medical sciences in general. It is expected that the 
number of staff members in this department will double 
during the next three or four years. At the present 
time, superior training is offered in cardio-respiratory 
physiology and selective endocrine and nervous sys¬ 
tem physiology. 




The Department of Pathology offers two types of 
post-doctoral graduate study programmes. Medical 
graduates who choose an academic career will receive 
investigative training in pathobiology, and may con¬ 
tinue in pathology or return to the medical discipline. 
Graduates who wish to prepare for the Fellowship will 
receive appropriate and sequential laboratory train¬ 
ing in the subdisciplines of Pathology in a hospital 
setting. 

Four areas of research are investigated in the 
Department of Bacteriology. Bacteriology, viro¬ 
logy, immunology and cell biology, with an empha¬ 
sis on basic rather than on applied research. There

are openings for 10 to 12 graduate students each year, 
and applications in recent years have been about 3 
times this number. Graduate studies leading to the 
M. Sc. and Ph. D. degrees, and post-doctoral studies 
are offered. 

The importance of Therapeutics as a subdiscipline 
of medicine isgrowing,andresearch in clinical 
pharmacology is essential for its proper development. 
Clinical experience should be based on and combined 
with the widest possible investigative experience in the 
basic aspects of pharmacodynamics. The Department 
of Pharmacology and Therapeutics is able to provide 
this experience.
